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REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL. 

TO  THE 

Members  of  the  Montreal  Sanitary  Association. 


January,  1890. 
Gentlemen : 

In  making  our  tliiid  iinniial  report,  wo  may  congratulate  the  Assooiation  upon 
a  continued  increaHO  in  the  number  of  its  memborn  and  in  the  number  of 
examinations  of  buildings  that  have  been  made  during  the  past  yeai-.  It  is,  however, 
to  bo  regretted  that  greater  intoro-it  is  not  taken  in  our  Association  by  the  general 
public,  as  there  can  bo  no  nuostion  but  that  the  small  amount  of  the  membership  fee 
is  many  times  returned  to  the  member  in  the  benefits  which  ho  derives  from  his 
connection  with  it. 

A  few  of  our  members  have  withdrawn  on  the  assumption,  we  suppose,  that 
having  had  thoir  drains  once  examined  they  may  be  considered  ])orfect  for  all  time 
to  come.  The  Engineer's  report,  however,  will  sho^^^  'i  it  such  is  far  from  being  the 
case.  Drains  are  constantly  failing  and,  in  order  to  be  certain  that  they  are  in  |)er- 
fect  condition,  it  is  necessaiy  that  tliey  should  bo  examined  onco  a  year  at  least. 

It  is  encouraging  to  see  that  a  considerable  number  of  public  offices  have  been 
examined  during  the  past  year,  and  wo  trust  that,  in  the  interests  of  the  health  and 
welfare  of  the  emi)loyees,  moi  public  oflices  will  be  added  to  our  list  during 
the  coming  year. 

The  results  of  our  examinations  have  been  so  beneticial  in  the  past  that  some 
architects  are  specitying  that  all  plumbing  and  drainage  works  in  connection  with 
their  buildings  aro  to  bo  done  to  the  satisfaction  of  our  lOnnineer.  It  will  be  the 
beginning  of  better  things  when  all  architects  ])ut  this  elauso  in  their  speci ''cations. 

The  Engineer's  report  is  worthy  of  careful  eonsidoration.  lie  shows  most  clearly 
the  dangers  which  exist  in  so  many  of  even  our  best  houses,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that,  in  the  interests  of  tlie  health  of  tho  City,  our  members  will  call  the  attention  of 
their  Irionds  to  the  dangers  that  aro  lurking  in  their  houses  from  want  of  attention 
to  the  vital  matters  of  drainage  and  ventilation. 

The  Treasurer's  report  shows  that  the  balance  in  hand  is  considoivably  less  than 
it  was  at  this  time  last  your.  Tliis  is  due,  however,  to  the  fact  that  subscriptions 
have  not  been  asked  for  as  early  as  heretofore,  and  that  many  accounts  for  work 
done  to  outside  parties  have  not  been  rendered,  owing  to  delay  in  the  completion  of 
the  buildings. 

Tho  Council  regrets  that  it  nas  not  been  able  to  do  more  for  the  advancement  of 
the  interests  of  tho  Association.  It  feels  that  some  further  elt'ort  shouhl  be  made  in 
order  t(!  make  tho  citizens  more  generally  ac<iuaintod  with  tho  benefits  to  be  derived 
from  being  connected  with  it,  and  trusts  that  the  incoming  Council  may  be  more 
successful  in  accomplishing  this. 

The  citizens  sliould  bo  shown  that  when  asked  to  become  connected  with  the 
Association  it  is  not  for  the  purpose  of  sustaining  it,  as  it  is  already  more  than  solf- 
Bupportiug,  but  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  tho  health  and  well-being  of  tho  com- 
munity.
